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Collision victim 
dies in hospital 

death A man who’s been

On the morning of 
March 2, a pickup truck 
driving south down 109 
Street lost control, 
smashed into a post near 
84 Avenue, and burst into 
flames. 

The 23-year-old driver 
was trapped inside. Wit¬ 
nesses tried to pull the 
man from the completely 
engulfed cab, but were 
unsuccessful. 

Investigators are 
continuing to determine 
the cause of the crash. 
Speed is believed to be a 
factor, and alcohol has 
not yet been ruled out. 
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Now through the end of 
March, Metro will share 
advice on how to cut down 
on expenses and navigate 
your way through 
the recession.

Fire codes get heated

Reconstruction of provin¬ 
cial fire and building codes 
will ensure entire 
neighbourhoods of 
sardine-packed homes 
won’t be destroyed before 
fire crews have time to 
douse the flames, officials 
said Thursday. 

“These changes will buy 
time for people to get out 
of their homes and for fire¬ 
fighters to respond,” Mu¬ 
nicipal Affairs Minister Ray 
Danylulc said. 

The changes come al¬ 
most two years after a rag¬ 
ing inferno devoured 


much of a MacEwan neigh¬ 
bourhood, which de¬ 
stroyed and damaged 
dozens of homes, leaving 
hundreds homeless. 

Homebuilders must now 
install fire-resistant materi¬ 
als — like gypsum board — 
under vinyl siding, the ma¬ 
terial former fire chief 
Randy Wosely blamed for 
the quick spread of the 
MacEwan fire. 

While the revisions were 
paved with good inten¬ 
tions, industry experts say 
they’ve lit a fire under 
builders, with mere weeks 
to about-face construction 
practices. 

“Haste makes waste,” 
said Michael Nyilces, Cana¬ 


dian Homebuilders Associ¬ 
ation spokesperson. “By 
being so hasty, there could 
be a lot of problems per¬ 
petuated by this.” 

The changes come into 
effect May 3, giving 
builders six weeks to 
adapt. Nyilces said at least 
six months are needed for 
the industry to prepare. 

The new housing market 
in Alberta took a dive in 
2008. New homes will now 
come with an added charge 
of $8,000 to $10,000. 

“Consumers won’t see 
the value in it. It may deter 
some people from taking 
that step. It’s bad for the 
economy, and construction 
industry, particularly in 


these times when we’ve 
seen slow-downs.” 

Because gypsum will be 
subject to the elements, he 
added, the growth of toxic 
mold is a possibility. The 
new regulations add non¬ 
venting soffits to roofs, 
which may make for inade¬ 
quate attic airflow. 

Despite limited time to 
evolve, those on the front 
lines of construction say 
added safety benefits out¬ 
weigh obstacles. 

“Anything to be more 
fire-resistant is good,” 
Killer Bee Concepts co¬ 
owner Chadd Somers said 
Thursday. “Costs are there, 
but they’ll make people 
safer.”

Premier promises Suncor transparency

Alberta’s government will 
communicate to the public 
from now on when a com¬ 
pany has been charged 
with environmental viola¬ 
tions, vowed Premier Ed 
Stelmach Thursday. 

The change comes after 
allegations the Toiy gov¬ 
ernment hid information 
when Suncor and three of 
its subcontractors were 


handed 90 environmental 
charges back in February 
2008 — smack in the mid¬ 
dle of its election cam¬ 
paign. 

“Anything that happens 
of this sort will be made 
public,” said Premier Ed 
Stelmach during a media 
availability Thursday. “I 
was not sitting on the in¬ 
formation.” 

Environment Minister 
Rob Renner said an old 
government staff policy is 
currently being changed 


when it comes to a compa¬ 
ny being charged of a viola¬ 
tion. 

The information would¬ 
n’t be disclosed to the pub¬ 
lic and the media until 
there was a conviction in 
the courts under the old 
policy, said Renner, who 
admitted that he was 
aware of the charges for 
“some time.” 

“In the future, there will 
be disclosure and trans¬ 
parency,” said Renner in 
the legislature Thursday.

Premier Ed Stelmach 

Stelmach said his com¬ 
munication staff did not 
hide information, includ¬ 
ing from those who live 
downstream along the 
Athabasca River, during 
the campaign leading up 
to the March 3, 2008, elec¬ 


tion. 

“There is a fact out there 
that I was sitting on the in¬ 
formation, which is totally 
wrong,” said Stelmach. 

Alberta Liberal critic Lau¬ 
rie Blalceman said the gov¬ 
ernment “had its lips 
sealed, even from its own 
MLAs” over the charges be¬ 
cause of the old policy. 

“Who was responsible to 
burry this issue?” asked 
Blalceman during question 
period. 

Suncor and its subcon¬ 


tractors are accused of pro¬ 
viding misleading and 
false information to the 
province for two years at 
Suncor’s work camp north 
of Fort McMurray over 
poorly treated sewage wa¬ 
ter that was dumped into 
the Athabasca River. 

Suncor is expected to ap¬ 
pear in a Fort McMurray 
provincial courtroom April 
2 on the charges and the 
province said the maxi¬ 
mum penalty for the 
charges is a $1 million fine. 


Euthanizing pets to 
continue: City report

animals Edmonton’s ani¬ 
mal control facility should¬ 
n’t stop euthanizing pets, 
said a city report released 
Thursday. 

“The number of stray 
and unwanted pets always 
exceeds the long-term 
holding capacity of any 
open admission facility,” 
the report reads. 

It was determined that 
though it may stimulate 
fundraising it wouldn’t be 
realistic to stop putting 
down sheltered animals in 


a city the size of Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Of 7,887 animals taken 
into the Edmonton Animal 
Services pound in 2008, 
2,618 were reclaimed, 
2,807 sent to rescues and 
1,752 were euthanized. 

The pound offers identi¬ 
fiable animals that aren’t 
claimed to the Edmonton 
Humane Society for adop¬ 
tion after 10 days, and 
unidentifiable after three 
days. 

Last year, the Edmonton 
Humane Society took in 
8,066 animals. Of those, 
4,635 were adopted and 
2,467 were euthanized.

At least one person was 
killed and 16 were missing 
in the choppy, frigid 
waters off the Atlantic 
Coast Thursday after a heli¬ 
copter crashed while ferry¬ 
ing workers to two 
offshore oil projects. 

One of the passengers 
was rescued after the crash 
and taken to hospital, said 
Rick Burt, general manager 
of Cougar Helicopters, 
which operated the Siko¬ 
rsky S-92 transport. 

An official said another 
person had been found 
dead. Two life-rafts also had 
been pulled from the water, 
but nobody was in them, 
rescuers said. 

The helicopter sank in 
the North Atlantic about 65 


kilometres southeast of St. 
John’s, N.L., leaving behind 
a debris field. 

It was carrying 16 passen¬ 
gers and two crew and was 
heading for the Sea Rose 
production vessel at Husky 
Energy Inc.’s White Rose oil 
field and the Hibernia oil 
platform when it sent out a 
distress call at 9:18 a.m. lo¬ 
cal time. 

Hibernia is 315 km south¬ 
east of St. John’s, and Sea 
Rose is another 35 1cm 
away.

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Khawaja sentenced to 10 'A years in prison

An Ottawa man convicted 
of terrorism late last year 
was sentenced to 10 V 2 
years in prison in Superior 
Court Thursday. 

It will be five years be¬ 
fore Mohammad Momin 
Khawaja, the first person 
convicted under Canada’s 


post 9-11 terrorism laws, 
will be eligible for parole. 

“There is no question 
that Momin Khawaja was 
fully responsible for his 
actions that led to his be¬ 
ing found guilty,” said On¬ 
tario Superior Court Jus¬ 
tice Douglas Rutherford 
Thursday. 

“In his mid-20s, he went 
far out of his way ... to en¬ 
gage with the Khyam

group. 

“This is not a case of a 
vulnerable young man be¬ 
ing beguiled or lured into 
a criminal misconduct in 


which he was not inclined 
to participate. Khawaja 
was a willing and eager 
participant.” 

On Oct. 29, 2008, the 29- 
year-old Orleans resident, 
who worked as a software 
developer for the Depart¬ 
ment of Foreign Affairs, 
was found guilty of five of 
seven terrorism-related 
counts against him. He 
had pleaded not guilty to 


all charges. 

While defence lawyer 
Lawrence Greenspon said 
Khawaja should be let off 
with time served through 
the two-for-one rule, 
Crown David McKercher 
had recommended Khawa¬ 
ja receive two life sen¬ 
tences and an additional 
44 to 58 years in prison 
with no chance of parole 
for at least 10 years. 


Khawaja has been jailed 
at the Ottawa-Carleton De¬ 
tention Centre since his 
arrest on March 29, 2004. 

Rutherford said he has 
taken into account the fact 
that Khawaja “is (a) young 
man.” “There is evidence 
of some redeeming quali¬ 
ties in him,” he said. 

Khawaja showed no 
emotion during his sen¬ 
tencing. 


Ontario considers giving 
child advocate more access 


child welfare The Ontario 
government is considering 
new legislation to help its 
child advocate gain more 
access to information 
about children in contact 
with the child welfare and 
youth justice systems, say 
officials in the premier’s 
office. 

“I can tell you we are re¬ 
viewing all options ... to 
ensure the child advocate 
is getting the information 
he needs,” a spokesperson 
for Premier Dalton 
McGuinty said in an email 
Thursday. 

Irwin Elman, who be¬ 
came the province’s first 
independent child advo¬ 
cate last summer, raised 
the issue in his annual re¬ 
port to the legislature last 
month. 

Privacy legislation has 
made it almost impossible 
for the advocate’s office to 
get even basic information 
from government and 
child welfare officials 


about their lives, Elman 
said. 

After a meeting late 
Wednesday with staff from 
Community Safety Minis¬ 
ter Rick Bartolucci’s offic, 
Elman said he was assured 
the government will ad¬ 
dress his concerns in legis¬ 
lation “soon.” 

“I can’t tell you how 
pleased I am,” he told the 
legislative committee on 
justice policy. 

In the legislature last 
month, McGuinty vowed 
to help Elman get the in¬ 
formation he needs. 

“I’d rather err on the 
side of providing the child 
advocate with more infor¬ 
mation rather than less in¬ 
formation, because I’m 
counting on the child ad¬ 
vocate to bring these kinds 
of issues to light so that 
governments of all politi¬ 
cal stripes on a go-forward 
basis can properly respond 
to them,” the premier

German shooter 
gave warning 


A teenager who killed 15 
people in a shooting ram¬ 
page in Germany Wednes¬ 
day warned in a chatroom 
the night before that he 
planned to go to his 
former school with 
weapons and stage a 
“proper barbecue.” 

In a chatroom discussion 
with another 17-year-old in 
Bavaria on the eve of the 
shooting spree, Tim 
Kretschmer gave an explic¬ 
it warning of his deadly 
plan, said Heribert Rech, 
interior minister of the 


state of Baden-Wuerttem- 
berg. 

“I’ve had enough,” Rech 
quoted from the chatroom 
message. 

“Always the same. Every¬ 
body’s laughing at me. No 
one sees my potential. I’m 
serious. I have weapons 
and I will go to my former 
school in the morning and 
have a proper barbecue. 
Maybe I’ll get away. Listen 
out. You will hear of me to¬ 
morrow. Remember the 
place’s name: Winnenden.” 

Rech told reporters that 


Kretschmer’s chatroom 
partner had not taken the 
message seriously at the 
time, but had told his fa¬ 
ther after he saw reports 
of the shootings. 

Kretschmer, described by 
neighbours as a loner with 
a fondness for violent 
videos, shot dead 12 people 
at his old school in the 
southern town of Winnen¬ 
den and three more out¬ 
side before turning the gun 
on himself when police 
cornered him.

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Pakistani police

Pakistani police dashed 
on Thursday with black- 
suited lawyers and opposi¬ 
tion activists after the 
launch of a cross-country 
protest rally in defiance of 
government attempts to 
stop it. 

The so-called long march 
protest for an independent 
judiciaiy could destabilize 
President Asif Ali Zardari’s 
government at a time when 
the nuclear-armed U.S. ally 
faces severe problems from 
Islamist militants and a 
sinking economy. 

Pakistan is vital to U.S. ef¬ 
forts to stabilize neighbour¬ 
ing Afghanistan and defeat 
al-Qaida. The United States 
wants Pakistan to focus on 
fighting militancy rather 
than on political power 
plays. 

Authorities banned rallies 
and detained hundreds of 
political activists on 
Wednesday. 

But on Thursday, the 
year-old civilian coalition 
government scrambled for 
a way to avert a showdown 
and Interior Ministiy chief 
Rehman Malik said the long 
march that set out from the 
cities of Karachi and Quetta 
would be allowed to go 
ahead. 

“We’H not stop them, but 
if someone tries to take the 
law in his hand I must say 
in the house that he won’t 
be allowed,” Malik told the 


National Assembly. 

“This is a war for power 
and rule and unless we get 
out of this sphere, such 
things will keep on happen¬ 
ing.” 

Earlier in Karachi, the 
capital of Sindh province, 
paramilitary soldiers and 
police ringed the High 
Court where lawyers were 
assembling, stopping their 
cars and buses from ap¬ 
proaching. 

Police lashed out with ba¬ 
tons to disperse a crowd of 
members of the Islamist Ja- 


maat-e-Islami party allied 
with the lawyers outside 
the court. 

Undeterred, several hun¬ 
dred lawyers streamed out 
of the building on foot, 
where they joined the polit¬ 
ical activists. 

Protesters were later al¬ 
lowed to board buses and 
cars and head out of the 
city but they were 
stopped at a toll gate on 
the outskirts where po¬ 
lice scuffled with protest¬ 
ers and arrested several 
leaders. reuters 


Threat from tiny debris forces 
astronauts to leave space station 


space junk The three astro¬ 
nauts aboard the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station briefly 
evacuated to a Russian es¬ 
cape ship Thursday when a 
tiny piece of space debris 
came too close for comfort, 
NASA said. 

The astronauts, Russian 
Yury Lonchalcov and Amer¬ 


icans Michael Finclce and 
Sandra Magnus, were in 
the Soyuz spacecraft for 
about nine minutes before 
the debris passed and the 
space station was deemed 
safe to re-enter. 

The debris was a “very 
tiny piece” — just under a 
centimetre — of an old 


“payload assist motor” that 
was previously on either a 
Delta rocket or the space 
shuttle, NASA spokesper¬ 
son Laura Rochon said. 

“The crew is safe and 
back in the space station 
and they are resuming nor¬ 
mal operations,” Rochon

r hen Floyd 
Girouard 
needed a 
loan recent¬ 
ly, he went 
to the bank where he’d been 
a longtime customer. But 
this trucker from Abbots¬ 
ford, B.C., says be¬ 
cause he didn’t 
own his house, 
or any other col¬ 
lateral, the bank 
turned him 
down. 

So Girouard 
turned to the In¬ 
ternet, and found 
a “loan company” 
willing to loan 
him $30,000 — 
with a hitch. The 
company told 

Girouard his credit histoiy 
was poor, so he had to give 
them a 10 per cent deposit 


before they’d release the 
loan. Girouard reluctantly 
wired them $3,000, and nev¬ 
er heard from the company 
again. 

Turns out, the company 
was a scam. It’s illegal to ask 
for an upfront payment for a 
loan. And that company is 
just one of hundreds that 
have exploded on the Inter¬ 
net, cashing in on vulnera¬ 
ble people applying for loans 
in these tough economic 
times. Last year, scammers 
like this bilked Canadians 
g out of an 

estimated $60-mil- 
lion dollars. 

Trouble is, the 
scammers know all 
the tricks of the 
trade, so people eas¬ 
ily get sucked in. 
They run profes- 
, sional-

looking websites, with 
catchy graphics and simple 
instructions for applying for 
a loan. They give addresses 
(usually in the United States, 
but they’re often based in 
Canada). And when we 
checked out some of those 
addresses in highrise office 
buildings, the suites had 
been empty for months, or 
didn’t actually exist. They 
use 1-800 numbers that are 
hard to trace, and were like¬ 
ly purchased online using 
phony identification. Their 
websites are often hosted on 
servers in other countries, 
which makes shutting 
them down time consum¬ 
ing. And by the time police 
investigate, these rip-off loan 
companies have shut down 
and reopened under another 
name. 

Just east of Toronto, 
Durham police recently 


busted an online loan scam 
they claim had ripped peo¬ 
ple off to the tune of $2 mil¬ 
lion. Inside houses and 
apartments they found com¬ 
puters, cellphones, paper 
shredders and phony loan 
documents — everything 
needed to sucker innocent 
people desperate for a loan. 

So, what to watch out for 
if you’re looking for a loan 
online? Never trust a “loan 
company” that guarantees a 
loan even if you have bad 
credit. 

Stay away from a “loan 
company” that asks for an 
upfront payment (like a se¬ 
curity deposit, premium, or 
insurance). And definitely 
run if the “loan company” 
asks for a payment to be 
wired via Western Union or 
Money Gram. 

Floyd Girouard wishes it 
wasn’t a $3,000 lesson. “I 
haven’t had the best of luck 
on finances my entire life,” 
he says. “And I just ... sat 
back in my chair and cried.”

It’s been said when the go¬ 
ing gets tough, the tough get 
going.

Asking citizens to pony up 
more tax dollars, when 
many of them are struggling 
to stay in their homes or to 
rent apartments, borders on 
the sadistic. 

I’m sure our civic leaders 
have our veiy best interests 
at heart and are not inclined 
to take the easy way out. 
That being the case, we can 
reasonably expect to hear 
about some interesting ini¬ 
tiatives from city hall. Those 
initiatives will show us our 
councillors and the civic ad¬ 
ministration understand cur¬ 
rent realities. Like the rest of 
us do with our own finances, 
they will show they are will¬ 


ing to make some hard deci¬ 
sions about what we must 
have to make this city work 
and what we would like to 
have to make it better. 

As much as I would like to 
believe we will see great 
ideas for cost-cutting and 
cost containment coming 
out of city hall, I am having 
difficulty identifying ap¬ 
proaches the city has used to 
do this in the past. Histoiy 
has shown when people can¬ 
not deal with enormous 
stress, they often resort to fo¬ 
cusing in on trivial issues 
they can deal with. Often it 
is like people whose house is 
on fire arguing about 


whether the artwork is 
hanging straight or not. 

The economic downturn 
did not sneak up on city coun¬ 
cil yesterday. Our councillors 
have time to think about 
what they should be doing. 

So what have we seen 
from city hall thus far? Ap¬ 
parently one city councillor 
thinks plastic water bottles 
in city-owned buildings are a 
real and pressing problem. 

Hey! Tell me, does that pic¬ 
ture look straight to you?

Canadian rebound in 2010 seen to be dependent on U.S.

Canada’s economy may 
face greater pressure and 
a deeper recession, an un¬ 
fortunate bystander of 
economic weakness that 
has spanned the globe, 
two Canadian banks 
predicted Thursday. 

No economic recovery 
can occur without stabiliza¬ 
tion in the United States, to 
which the Canadian econo¬ 
my is closely tied, and with¬ 
out improved world finan¬ 
cial conditions, TD Bank 
said. 


TD now expects the U.S. 
recession to extend to the 
third quarter, leading to a 
3.1 per cent contraction for 
2009, compared with the 
1.6 per cent contraction it 
forecast in December. 

Canada’s economy 

shrank at an annualized 
rate of 3.4 per cent in the 
fourth quarter, which is the 


country’s worst perform¬ 
ance since the last recession 
in 1991. 

Both economies are ex¬ 
pected to expand next year, 
with the U.S. economy 
growing by 1.4 per cent and 
Canada expanding by 1.3 
per cent, TD said. 

Meanwhile, Royal Bank 
of Canada said it expects 


Canada’s real gross domes¬ 
tic product to contract 1.4 
per cent in 2009, then re¬ 
bound to grow 2.6 per cent 
in 2010. 

The U.S. faces a 2.4 per 
cent contraction in 2009, 
but 2.2 per cent growth 
next year, RBC said. 

“There’s no denying that 
the current economic envi¬ 
ronment is troubling and 
that the timing of a return 
to prosperity is difficult to 
pinpoint,” RBC said.

In these trying times audi¬ 
ences crave escape and 
nothing is entertaining to¬ 
day’s masses more than 
platonic romances 
between dudes.

haven for dirty talk and 
booze. 

“I hope the movie shat¬ 
ters stereotypes and breaks 
down the barriers that will 
allow men to hug without 
patting,” says Segel, who is 
quick to point out that the 
movie is equally realistic 


toward how women relate 
to each other. 

“Fve met ex-girlfriends’ 
friends who have said 
things like ‘I know about 
you, Mr. One Ball,”’ says 
Segel, ironically clarifying, 
“It was a soccer accident. 

“I think women are 
much dirtier when they’re 
talking to their friends 
than men and we confront 
that. Paul’s character is an 


emotionally stifled guy to¬ 
wards men and not 
women, which I’ve never 
seen in a movie before.” 

Rudd plays a character 
who has dedicated so 
much time to his girl¬ 
friends that he doesn’t 
have a single male friend 
to be the best man at his 
wedding. This leads to an 
awkward series of man¬ 
dates to fill the position.

The movie is filled with 
scenes that milk awkward¬ 
ness for laughs. To increase 
the realism, director John 
Hamburg (Safe Men) en¬ 
couraged improvisation. 

“Awkward comedy is best 
when you’re not thinking 
about what you’re trying to 
say or memorizing any¬ 
thing,” Rudd says. 

Segel and Rudd get plen¬ 
ty of laughs as the leads, 
but Hamburg also stacked 
the supporting cast with 
comedy talent, ensuring 
that every scene is packed 
with hilarity.

review There are two 
things Disney did right 
with their latest family film 
Race to Witch Mountain. 

First, by re-visiting the 
popular hit Escape to Witch 
Mountain, the Mouse House 
will surely attract many-a- 
parent who grew up fasci¬ 
nated by the 1975 classic. 
Second, they hired Dwayne 
(The Rock) Johnson, the for¬ 
mer wrestling champ who 
has begun to establish him¬ 
self a formidable attraction 
for kids in hits like The 
Game Plan. 

While those two ele¬ 
ments will surely be 
enough to put Witch 
Mountain ahead in the 
box-office race this week¬ 
end, the movie doesn’t 
hold the kitschy appeal of 
its source of inspiration. 


A hasty adventure set in 
Las Vegas, the story begins 
when cab driver Jack 
Bruno (Johnson) picks up 
two teens (AnnaSophia 
Robb, Alexander Ludwig) 
whose strange behaviour 
would only be excusable if 
they were extraterrestrials 
(alas, they are!). 

When he learns that gov¬ 
ernment agents and a dan¬ 
gerous alien bounty 
hunter called a Siphon are 
on their tail, Bruno is con¬ 
vinced to help the pair 
save the planet. 

Directed by Andy Fick¬ 
man (The Game Plan), Race 
to Witch Mountain defi¬ 
nitely plays down the 
charm and amps up the ac¬ 
tion on its namesake. 

Sure, the effect-heavy 
drama has its share of en¬ 
tertaining explosions and 
near-collisions but these 
sequences offer little in the 
way of anything fresh. 

Still, while nostalgic 
adults may have to suffer 
through Johnson’s at¬ 
tempts to tiptoe around 
clunky dialogue, the kid¬ 
dies will likely revel in the 
spooky Siphon and the 
cathartic thrill of it all.

review There are perhaps 
few things more con¬ 
temptible, or dishonest, 
than violence put in the 
service of sanctimony. 

The Last House on the 
Left, a remake of Wes 
Craven’s 1972 low-budget 
exercise in brutal sadism, 
certainly delivers on the 
carnage. 

Only director Dennis II- 
iadis turns the whole sod¬ 
den affair ultimately into a 
tribute to good ol’ family 
values. 

Borrowing loosely from 
Craven’s barely serviceable 
plot, Last House centres on 
a gang of hoodlums who 
kidnap two young women 
in a remote rural retreat. 


They viciously rape and 
shoot one, while slowly 
gutting the other to death 
with a knife. Although 
Mari (Sara Paxton) is bleed¬ 
ing profusely from her gun¬ 
shot wound, she has the 
fortitude to swim home to 
her family. 

Before she gets there, 
though, the gang has al¬ 
ready arrived seeking shel¬ 
ter. They don’t know that 
the occupants are Mari’s 
parents, John (Tony Gold¬ 
wyn), a decent middle-class 
doctor and his caring wife, 
Emma (Monica Potter). 
When her parents ulti¬ 
mately discover the nature 
of their deeds, they take vi¬ 
olent revenge on the 
killers. 

Craven, who served as 
producer on the remake, 
describes Last House as 
being about “the painful 
side effects of revenge.” 
Who’s he kidding? The 
picture spends more time 
inflicting pain than con¬ 
templating any of its side 
effects. Its claim to hu¬ 
manism is but another 
form of rape.

Hey Rosetta! primed for Indie 

An Independent Music Award would top an already stellar year for East Coast sextet

Should East Coast rockers 
Hey Rosetta! be victorious 
at this year’s Canadian In¬ 
dependent Music Awards, 
it would mark a rather 
lucky streak for the rising 
Newfoundland-Labrador 
sextet. 

Two weekends ago in Cor¬ 
ner Brook, N.L., Hey Roset¬ 
ta! picked up three East 
Coast Music Awards for 
Group Recording, Record¬ 
ing of the Year and Alterna¬ 
tive Recording for its 2008 
disc Into Your Lungs (and 
around in your heart and on 
through your blood). 

On Saturday night at 
Toronto’s Fairmount Royal 
York Hotel, the group will 
find out what fate bestows 
upon them for the affec¬ 
tionately dubbed Indies. 

“Sometimes you go to 
some of these industiy-ori- 
ented festivals in which the 


shows are closed to the pub¬ 
lic and there’s veiy little 
feedback from the crowd,” 
frontman Tim Baker, whose 
band is up for favourite al¬ 
bum and favourite artist/ 
website, tells Metro. 

“But CMW’s cool. At least 
the shows we’ve done for it 
have always been exciting. 
The vibe there is so elec¬ 
tric.” 


The Trews lead all Indies 
contenders with four Indies 
nominations. Other multi¬ 
ple nominees include City 
and Colour (Alexisonfire 
guitarist Dallas Green’s side 
project), Crystal Castles, 
Kathleen Edwards and The 
Wealcerthans. Taylor Swift, 
America’s rising country 
sensation, tops all interna¬ 
tional acts with three nods. 


Certainly, the Indies lay 
claim to acknowledging, 
promoting and honouring 
achievements of Canadian 
and international artists in 
the independent music sec¬ 
tor. Yet both Jean-Phi 
Goncalves, one-half of Mon¬ 
treal’s trip-rock duo Beast, 
sides with Baker in that it’s 
less about the awards being 
handed out and more about 


getting a buzz from the au¬ 
dience reacting to good in¬ 
die music. 

“The people you have in 
front of you give you this in¬ 
credible energy, and at the 
same time you give back 
this same energy to the 
crowd,” Goncalves says. “I 
remember our first music 
industry festival show a 
couple of years ago. (Singer 


Betty Bonifassi and I) were 
so stressed because we were 
playing to people who did¬ 
n’t really know our music. 
But somehow we lit a fire 
and wound up doing well.” 

Beast will be performing 
alongside the likes of other 
nominated contenders such 
as Arkells, Ciystal Castles, 
The Midway State, USS and 
Indies Hall of Fame In¬ 
ductees Anvil. 

“It’s certainly great that 
industry people will come 
out to see you play and per¬ 
haps might be able to help 
move your career along,” 
says Dan Griffin, lcey- 
boardist-singer-guitarist 
with the Hamilton-based 
Arkells. “What they will see 
at the Indies is a lot of vari¬ 
ety — electronica, alt-roclc, 
you name it ... and us sort 
of representing the classic 
rock genre. And we look for¬ 
ward to any and all shows 
— it’s essentially what 
keeps us going.”

Handsome Furs after Parade

Being in one of the most 
sought after Canadian in¬ 
die bands would be time 
consuming for even the 
most organized rocker, 
but what happens when 
your side project is just as 
popular as your day job? 

That’s the challenge Dan 
Boeclcner faces, as a singer 
in both Wolf Parade and 
the Handsome Furs. 


These days the Montreal- 
based artist is all about the 
Furs — the band’s new 
record, Face Control, is out 
this week — but Wolf Pa¬ 
rade isn’t far from his 
mind. 

“I’m always thinking 
about stuff for Wolf Pa¬ 
rade,” says Boeclcner. “I 
have a few things saved up 
for that band, but basically 
we finished or last tour 
and we’ll get back together 
in the fall and write new 
material together again.” 


Managing both acts, 
which he says “is all just 
projects,” isn’t easy, but he 
seems to have figured it 
out. He explains that Wolf 
Parade — which also in¬

Handsome Furs’ sopho¬ 
more disc (his wife, Alexei 
Perry plays keys), picks up 
where their debut, Plauge 
Park, left off but with 
dance-friendly drum ma¬ 
chine beats and a more fo¬ 
cused pop approach, Face 
Control ends up being a 
vast improvement over 
their first effort.

Slumdog Mil¬ 
lionaire found Oscar gold in 
a story of a boy whose 
charmingly poor upbring¬ 
ing lead directly to a million 
dollar bank account and 
true love. Poverty peddler 
Kevin Smith gave us Clerks, 
a movie about a group of 
minimum wage slaves who 
might wear used cloths, but 
are still capable of making 
witty pop culture references 
that you only wish you 
could manage. 

Those films are good, but 
the ultimate example of 
poverty chic is unquestion¬ 


ably John Waters’ trash 
classic Pink Flamingos. The 
unforgettable movie is 
about a group of trailer¬ 
dwelling yippies who want 
nothing more than to be 
known as the filthiest peo¬ 
ple alive. 

Any movie that can trans¬ 
form an impoverished 300- 
pound transvestite into a 
movie star demands recog¬ 
nition. If Divine can 
achieve immortality by eat¬ 
ing dog poo for cash, surely 
you can find a way to sur¬ 
vive the recession. 

Just watch movies until 
the whole thing blows over. 
Someone will have to pay 
you for it eventually. That’s 
my plan. 


Canadiana with a surreal touch

film In a conventional 
sense, few things are more 
Canadian than the cultur¬ 
ally pure output of the Na¬ 
tional Film Board but in a 
less conventional sense, 
the weird and wonderful 
work of Winnipeg-based 
surrealist Guy Maddin (di¬ 
rector of The Saddest Mu¬ 


sic m the World among 
many, many others) is as 
well. 

And while the thought of 
marrying these two very 
different cinematic sensi¬ 
bilities seems pretty ab¬ 
stract, in honour of their 
70th anniversary the pow¬ 
ers that be at the NFB have 
done just that. 

The eccentric Maddin is 
currently helming the 


short film Night Mayor, a 
picture that both cele¬ 
brates the spirit and legacy 
of the iconic production 
house while still remaining 
true to his own unique, 
nostalgia steeped aesthetic. 

“The film is about a guy 
named Nihad from Bosnia 
in 1939 who, living in 
Canada, has invented a 
primitive form of televi¬ 
sion.” explains Maddin of 


his experimental tribute. 
“Drawing on the power of 
the aura borealis, his ma¬ 
chine broadcast images of 
Canadians to Canadians. 
There’s no script and I 
don’t know how this will 
turn out, I’m just trying to 
hypnotize myself into 
thinking the people in the 
film are real subjects and 
that I’ve just hired myself 
to make this documen¬ 


tary.” Using the same vin¬ 
tage 16mm equipment and 
black and white stock uti¬ 
lized by NFB filmmakers in 
the ’30s and ’40s, Maddin is 
hoping his 
movie will sty¬ 
listically echo 
the feel of a re¬ 
al classic Film 
Board produc¬ 
tion. 

But the question re¬ 
mains: After all these years 
does the avant garde 
Maddin really think that 
the largely ignored NFB 


still has any real relevance 
to Canadians? 

“It’s doing the work that 
our mainstream films have 
not been doing,” says 
Maddin, 
who cites 
Paul 

Tomlcowicz: 
Street Rail¬ 
way Switch¬ 
man as his 
favourite NFB picture. “And 
that’s mythologizing us as 
a country. They’re doing 
the job of pop culture and I 
think that’s pretty cool.”

With a television special

“I work so hard that if I 
were to go mentally ill, I 
don’t think I’d notice,” 
Brand joked. 

An admitted former 
drug addict before finding 
success as a television host 
in Britain, Brand scored a 
scene-stealing break¬ 
through performance in 
comedic flick Forgetting 
Sarah Marshall and hosted 
the 2008 MTV Video Music 
Awards. 

The latter gig in particu¬ 
lar provided him with 
plenty of material for his 
stand up act, from being 
asked by producers to 
avoid obvious questions 
about Britney Spears’ sani¬ 
ty to soaking up hate mail 
from foul-mouthed view¬ 
ers unhappy with Brand’s

Brand says audiences in 
North America have been 
responding well and con¬ 
trary to popular belief, the 
types of jokes that work 
here are seldom different 
from the ones that hit it 
big in the U.K. The only re¬ 
al difference, Brand says, is 
in how raucous the crowd 
can get. 

“There’s almost no dif¬ 
ference, except here they 
laugh more,” he said. 

Brand describes his 
comedy style as confes¬ 
sional, with a healthy 
dose of spiritual (and sex¬ 
ual) escapades. He grew 
up worshipping comedi¬ 
ans who were ahead of 
their time, such as 
Richard Pryor and Bill 
Hicks, and says he’s al¬ 
ways been conscious of 
carving his own niche. 

“It’s hard not to be influ- 
> enced by such brilliant co- 
/ njedians, but the day you 
start imitating, it all ends. 
You’ve got to constantly 
improve,” Brand said.

Stroganoff 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

3 cups (750 ml) halved 
mushrooms 

1 red pepper, seeded and 
cut into fine strips 
1 1/2 cups (375 ml) small 
brocolli florets 
2/3 cup (150 ml) beef 
stock, preferably 
homemade 

1 onion, sliced 

10 oz (300 g) beef tender¬ 
loin, cut into thin strips 

2 tbsp (25 ml) brandy 

3 tbsp (45 ml) bottled grat¬ 
ed horseradish (optional) 
2/3 cup (150 ml) sour 
cream 

Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Heat half the oil in large 
pot over medium heat. 
Add mushrooms and saute 
until beginning to soften, 

2 minutes. Stir in red pep¬ 
per and broccoli florets 
and continue to saute, stir¬ 


ring, 3 to 4 minutes. 

2. Pour in stock and bring 
to boil. Reduce heat, cover 
pot, and simmer 5 
minutes or until broccoli 
is just tender.
